PREHISTORIC BONE 
PRESENTED TO SAC

SAC last week added the “Tustin Bone’”’ to its collec- 


tion of fossilized remains of 
toric times. 


animals that lived in prehis- 


Mrs. Virginia Stevens of Tustin last week presented 
SAC with a fossilized segment of a back bone. The bone 
measures six inches long and eight inches wide, and may 


have belonged to a whale or ele- 
phant. 

While Don Abbott, and Lew 
Weaver were tearing down a shed 
in the rear of the Tustin Garage 
at.560 “D” Street, they found the 
bone at a depth of about eight 
inches. Because of the shallow 
depth at which the bone was 
found, there is some speculation 
that it may have been brought in 
from some other area. Mrs. Stev- 
ens recalled that when Highway 
101 was carved out, several loads 
of sand were dumped on her prop- 
erty. 
Mr. Horace A. Scott, instructor 
of geology at SAC said that tests 
and comparisons of the Tustin 
Bone with other fossilized bones 
in the laboratory will be made to 
determine the age, and to what 
animal it once belonged. ; 

Found By Accident 

In an interview today, Scott 
said that, “The remains of land 
animals are found more or less by 
accident. In Orange County fossil- 
ized bones show up where gulches 
have been cut down, or where 
gravel companies have excavated 
rather deeply.” he added. 

Scott recalled that a few years 
ago the Sully-Miller Contracting 
Company, while working on Santi- 
ago Creek found a tusk and part 
of the skull with teeth of a large 
imperial elephant, which was on 
display at the College for several 
weeks, 

Fossils on Bluffs 

Ray Nowatney, a former SAC 
student found a smaller tusk’ on 
the edge of the upper bluffs at 
Costa Mesa which may have been 
from a smaller predecessor of the 
elephant, the mastodon. Scott said 
that Dave Phenix, a former SAC 
student dug up in the ravines of 

vel on the West side of Costa 

esa, the jaw and teeth of an 
extinct wolf, the Dire Wolf, typi- 
cal of the Ice Age, 

In. the older formation in the 
hills back of Orange County Park, 
parts of the back bone of prehis- 
toric whales were discovered by 
the geology class, and several sec- 
tions were taken out. “These are 
much older than the elephant and 
wolf remains,” said Scott. 

Elephant Head Found 

While a well was being dug at 
Orange Park Acres an almost com- 
plete head of an elephant was 
struck at.a depth of 35 feet. Some 
teeth were taken out of the skull, 
and are now in the possession of 
Fullerton Junior College. Scott 
sajd that, “Our students later 
found at this same site some teeth 
of contemporary smaller animals.” 

Dave Phenix, who is now a geo- 
logist. with the U.S. Geological 
Survey found the skull cap of a 
man in the small caves near La- 


guna Beach. The piece of skull was 
well impregnated with lime, and 
tould possibly have belonged to a 
race of men who inhabited the 
costal belt of California thousands 
of years ago. 

Extinct Sea Cows 

Scott said that on several occas- 
ions SAC students have found the 
teeth of extinct sea cows. No com- 
plete skull has been found of this 
animal in North America, but 
complete skulls have been found in 
Japan. SAC students found the 
teeth of the sea cow in the for- 
mations in the area east of El 
Modena, and in formations just 
west of Newport Road. 

“Shells of many different ages 
are commonin the Santa Ana 
Mountains, and are collected every 
year by the dozens by our stu- 
dents,”’ said Scott. 

Hippopotamus Remains 

“Our geology students are on 
the look-out for the remains of hip- 
popotamus in the ancient gravel 
formations of Orange County,” 
said Scott. “The same type of for- 
mation has yeilded these remains 
in Ventura and other counties to 
the North, but as far as I know 
none have been found in Orange 
County,” he added. é 

Scott explained that the sea fos- 
sils found inthe costal area of 
Southern California are as a rule 
much younger than those found in 
the costal area of San Francisco or 
farther north. 

Land and Sea Relations 

“This shows how greatly land 
and sea relations have changed in 
Orange County over a vast length 
of time.” said Scott. “The marine 
record dates back at least 100 mil- 
lion years, but the fossils of the 
land animals, with the exception of 
the hippopotamus are not so old, 
perhaps several tens of thousands 
of years,’ he added in conclusion.

The clinic was held at the Metropolitan State Hospital Dr. Roy 


at Norwalk. The psychiatrist in 
charge talked to one mentally ill 
patient at a time on a stage before 
the student audience. After they 
had left the stage the psychiatrist 
pointed out to the students what 
the patients were suffering from, 
what caused it, and how the hos- 
pital would attempt a cure. 

Dr. Noziska directed the clinic, 
using patients too ill to be affect- 
ed by appearing before an aud- 
ience. He emphasized discussions 
with the mentally ill rather than 
the organically mental ill. 

“There are currently 2500 pat- 
ients at Norwalk,” stated the doc- 
tor, “and about 10 percent attain 
complete cures every two months. 
We hope to reach 50 percent with- 
in the next twenty years. Treat- 
ment boils down to getting sensit- 
ive people to accept the world as 
it is.” 

10 per cent Cured 


Norwalk has had the greatest 
success with what it terms the 
“total push” treatment. This 
means the patient receives some 
kind of treatment that will help his 
disorder during all his waking 
hours. Although it yeilds maximum 
results, institutions have difficulty 
maintaining large enough staffs to 
carry out total push therapy work. 
Service organizations such as the 
Gray Ladies have contributed 
greatly tothis formof cure at 
Norwalk. 

Ego Building Services 

Part of the total push treatment 
includes recreational, occupational, 
and industrial therapy, and infor- 
mative lectures, such as those on 
anatomy. Movies are shown and 
dances given, and women receive 
ego building services from charm 
schools and the hospital’s beauty 
shop. 

Shock treatments, psychological 
dramas, and other forms of more 
direct cures are administered by 
the psychologists and psychiatrists. 

The most severly ill mental pat- 
ients are termed psychotics, per- 
sons who either are or should be 
institutionalized. These are divided 
into the mood disorders character- 
ized by extremes in elation’ or de- 
pression, schizophrenics who live 
more or less happily in a dream 
world, and-catatonics who undergo

The fourth category embraces 
everybody, since most people have. 
idiosyncracies and adjustment 
problems, believes Dr. Noziska. 
Corser stated prior to the trip that 
the average person is normal only’ 
68 percent ofthe time if his 
actions are judged by others, ac- 
cording to latest findings. 

Advice To Future Parents 


Before Dr. Noziska adjourned 
the meeting into an infromal ques- 
tion and answer period, he left 
this bit of advice to parents and 
young people in the audience who 
will one day be parents, “The child- 
ren whom we admit because of 
mental illness are the ones who 
have had everything done for 
them, they’ve never learned to 
utilize their own abilities.”

Now that the Don gridders have hung up their togs for 
another year we can come out and say it: The 1954 season 


wasn’t too successful. 


| UP GEAR UNTIL NEXT SEASON 


Why did the Dons rate only a 6th 


place berth in the conference standings after being one of 


the pre-season favorites? 

It’s pretty well established that 
among the many reasons they 
didn’t have a winning season was 
the monstrous injury list. This was 
perhaps Coach Ward’s worst night- 
mare. Loss of key starters Charlie 
Neal and John McFaddin early in 
the season was comparable to flat- 
tening two tires on a twelve wheel 
truck. The team could still limp 
along, but the going was much 
rougher. 

Other major injuries included a 
broken leg suffered by end John 
Duchart in the season’s first game 
and a broken arm by halfback Len 
Zelinka in a non-conference scrap 
with Phoenix. Alternating center 
Ed Lawler missed the last few 
games with a chipped ankle bone. 
Lesser injuries kept many players 
benched for several games in a 
row. 

Poisonous Passing . 


Second only to their injury list 
was the Dons’ ultra-weak pass de- 
fense .as a reason for their unwin- 
ningness. Of the 35 TD’s scored 
against them 19 came as the direct 
result of a pass: Long pass plays 
were .responsible for setting up 
nearly half of the other 16. Oppo- 
nents averaged 130.7 yard per 
game.via the forward pass. In three 
games their passing yardage was 


_more than 200 yards. 


Penalties and fumbles were in 
the gloomlight in nearly every. Don 
me. Of course every team suf- 
ers from these errors to some ex- 
tent, but no team with a winning 
record is hit quite so hard with 
them as were the Dons this year. 
They were set back 647 yards in 
ten games compared to 472 for 
their opponents. Were it not for 
penalties at crucial times, two 
games—San Bernardino and Phoe- 
nix—may have been recorded in 
the W instead of the L column. The 
Dons averaged about one more 
fumble than their oponents per 
game. Lede:

But there’s got to be a bright 
spot somewhere. ‘Oh, yes. The “big 
seven’’, the Don forward wall. Op- 
posing runners netted an average 
of only 92.9 yards per. game 
against the SAC line. Best defen- 
sive performance was __ against 
Riverside; they held the Tigers to 
a net of -16 yards. Long Beach got 
through the ‘‘web’ for only 20 
yards. 

Ward’s regular starting linemen 
were ends John Linquist and Jerry 
Sullivan, tackles Les -Cates and 
Frank Strochia, guards Tom Berg 
and-Don Jordan, and center Rod 
Hurich. Reserve linemen ‘that saw 
plenty of action were Bob Lacy, 
Ed-bawler, Darrell Cooney, and 
Don Banks. 

There was no single scoring 
giant among the Dons. Honors 
were well distributed among end

and Len Zelinka, and quarterbacks 
John McFaddin and Tom Baldwin. 

The Dons, as a team, tallied 151 
points during the season. Their op- 
ponents racked up 232.
